OTTAWA, April 11—Sixty-one ships in service and 32 in reserve 
will constitute Canada's peacetime navy, members of the parlia- 
mentary committee of war expenditures were informed Thursday 
when Capt, G. B. Hope, assistant chief of naval administration and 
supply, appeared before the committee to answer questions. 

THE TYPES AND NUMBER of ships to make up the navy will 
include fwo cruisers, two aircraft carriers and 11 destroyers, accord- 
ing to Captain Hope, 

Other vessels in service will be two sweepers, four Fairmiles, 
one base supply ship, two tankers, two supply ships, four large tugs, 
six smaller tugs, 19 other tugs and six motor sailboats. 

Vessels in reserve will be two destroyers, 18 frigates and 12 mine 
sweepers, 

COMMITTEE MEMBERS questioned the captain on why the 
two destroyers being held in reserve were not in service. Captain 
Hope replied that the personnel of the navy was not sufficient to 
keep the two reserve destroyers in active service.

Motion Passed in 1911 


Bill Has Long Wait 

WINNIPEG, April 11.—(CP)—Manitoba has finally made up its 
mind to deal with a resolution passed at an Imperial conference in 
1911. Thirty-five years may have come and gone but the Legisla- 
ture’s law amendments committee yesterday reported a bill which, 
if given third reading, will have far-reaching effects on the pockets 
of wife-deserting husbands throughout the Empire. 

THE BILL WOULD MEAN that a soldier who married any- 
whére in the British Commonwealth and then deserted his wife to 
return to Manitoba would have to support her if she desires. And 
it works both ways. If a man in the province deserts his wife, she 
can obtain an order for support so long as he remains anywhere in 
the British Commonwealth. 

The Act has been made retroactive, giving the courts power to 
enforce maintenance orders filed prior to the date on which the bill 
is approved. 

The First Great War delayed passage of the bill in the British 
House of Commons until 1920—and 26 years later the Manitoba gov- 
ernment has finally given in.

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Canadian Products Wanted 


Canada has loaned France $242,500,000. 
Not in cash, of course, nor in negotiable 
securities which could be hocked in other 
countries, It has given France credit to this 
amount against which it can buy goods in 
Canada. The Dominion treasury will pay the 
owners of the goods as the sales take place, 
and eventually France will square the ac- 
count in cash or return shipments of goods, 
with interest. 

The loan is an order on future produc- 
tion. It is based on the supposition that this 
amount of goods, of kinds that France re- 
quires, will be available here. Otherwise the 
deal would break down, not through any 
fault of France, but of Canada. If Canadian 
producers couldn’t deliver, France could not 
buy. . 

Like all the other loans which have been 
made to foreign countries, this guarantees 
a market abroad for Canadian products. It 
narrows the field of uncertainty as to where 
these products can be sold. It sets up another 
definite objective for producers, and reduces 
the speculative element in their operations. 
They know where this large amount of goods 
can be sold. The order has been placed, The 
financing has been arranged. They can pro- 
ceed in confidence to make plans to deliver 
goods. 

They may with reason also expect that 
if goods and prices ‘are satisfactory, this 
transaction will stimulate sales beyond the 
amount of the loan, paid for in the ordinary 
way. Buyers who find themselves well treat- 
ed are likely to buy more than their first 
orders call for—and France is a big country, 
which must import heavily. 


The Crisis Returns 


Apparently things at Tehran are not in 
the sweet accord that was supposed. Russia 
wants the Iran question marked off the pro- 
gram of the Security Council. But the Iran 
representative wants it left there until it is 
seen on May 6th whether Soviet troops have 
all left the country according to promise— 
and he has the backing of Premier Qavam 
in making the demand. 

Qavam thus tells the world he isn’t tak- 
ing Moscow’s word for it that the troops will 
all get out by the deadline date. He has said 
he thinks they will, but wants the Council 
to keep a free hand just in case they don't. 

Russian delegate Gromyko will walk out 
again unless the Iran item is struck off the 
calendar; couldn’t consistently do anything 
else. But if the incident is declared closed 
while the Iran government. saysit is, not 
closed, the small nations will draw the in- 
ference that the Council cannot be depended 
upon to protect them. Either way it may 
decide, the Council is heading for continued 
trouble, and a possible weakening of its 
prestige. ; 

The position of the Iran government can 
be understood, without accusing Russia of 
bad faith. It is obviously in a state of nerves 
bordering on jitters. Russia’s promise is 
satisfactory, but its armored columns are 
still present—and very impressive. Moscow 
could relieve the tension, both in Iran and in 
Council circles, by ordering its troops to get 
out as fast as their high-speed vehicles could 
carry them, 


: 


Not Quite So Bad 


Ottawa has not been taking for granted 
that the reports about conditions in the 
hunger areas were the-truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. It has 
been making some independent inquiries, and 
the showing is that at least in some of these 
areas the situation is less desperate than had 
been represented. 

Officials have found that late rains have 
made a moderate crop likely in parts of India 
where complete failure had been the outlook. 
In Greece rations are above the 2000 calory 
level, at which rate of corfsumption no one 
will starve. The UNRRA had delivered to it 
in the last half of 1945 twice the amount of 
wheat it was able to distribute. Nor do the 
experts agree that near-famine conditions 
must be expected for the next three years; 
one good world crop, they say, would re- 
store the food reserves. 

Encouraging as this is, it does not of 
course mean that nobody anywhere is hun- 
gry, or even likely to die of hunger. The 
‘immediate crisis in Europe is just abead, 
and no harvest reaped next fall can make 
up the shortages there in time. A moderate 
crop in the _ section of India will not 
overtake the shortage there. The rations 
which the Greeks are getting is food shipped 
from abroad, and no one has suggested that 
they can be self-supporting in food next 
winter. Maybe poor transportation prevented 
the UNRRA distributing all the wheat that 
it maneined last year, or a8 much as was 


uired. 

But the tone and substance of this in- 
formation is heartening. And it is equally 
good news that Ottawa is drawing on sources 
of its own for facts as to the food situation 
in the distreas countries. No people are 
more easily touched than Canadians by re- 
ports that people somewhere are in danger 
of si . They could become panicky on 
that subject under the influence of unreli- 


eblg propaganda. They will expect their 
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Government to keep them advised on the 
world food question, now that they know 
there are these independent sources of in- 
formation. 


The Cup Stays Home 


To most Canadians big league hockey 
rates only as a subject of casual interest, not 
to be compared in excitement-provoking 
quality to the rivalry between local teams 
and competitions for regional leadership. 
es rg on few of the residents of the 
Dominion have ever seen a big league game 
or ever will, and thrills relayed by radio and 
print lose energy in transmission, like an 
electric current, 

Never the less, pulses did quicken across 
the Dominion when the Montreal jens 
downed the Boston Bruins and kept the 
Stanley Cup in Canada for another Fp 
For that cup originated in Canada, and the 
donor never intended that it should go out- 
side Canada. It was put up by Lord Stanley, 
away back in 1893, to be a trophy emblem- 
atic of the national championship among 
amateur teams... 

Time has changed the significance of the 
trophy in two respects. It is now competed 
for by professionals. And the winner is 
acclaimed the best combination of hockey 
players in the world. In two successive sea- 
cee Canadian teams have won that distinc- 

on. 

The cup cost Lord Stanley $50 when it 
was turned out by the maker. If it were put 
up for sale now, which can’t happen, some 
souvenir-hunter would probably pay a thou- 
sand times that price. Tradition has loaded 
it with a. value the donor never could have 
dreamed of, and the original small trophy 
has been mounted on a series of bases be- 
cause room was needed to record the names 
of the winners down the years. 

The cup has another interest for Cana- 
dians, particularly for those who live in the 
prairie provinces, Wherever the cup is played 
for, in the ‘early stages or the finals of a 
season, young Canadians are in action, and 
western men among them, There wasn’t an 
all-American team in the competition this 
year. Of the final games it could almost be 
said that the Canadians who wore Montreal 
colors beat the Canadians who wore Boston 
sweaters, for half or more of the Bruins 
hailed from Canada—two of them from 
Edmonton.

that in the depths of the Russian 
masses*many desires of a political, 
economic, and spiritual nature, are 
stirring. 

As a result, the Soviet govern- 
ment has been making a systematic 
study of public opinion among the 
higher functionaries of the party, 
the upper bureaucracy, army offi- 
cers, diplomats, and selected pro- 
fessors and intellectuals. This “Gal- 
lup poll”, if one might so describe 
an enquiry which has gone deeper 


revealed four separate and contra- 
dictory streams of opinion. The 
writer classes two of them under 
“the imperialists”, and two under 
“the isolationists”. 

The imperialists, like the isola- 
nk divide themselves into a 
right and left wing. 

The right wing includes Nation- 
alists who always favored a strong 
Nationalist base for the USSR and 
who, formerly pushed into the back- 
ground, emerged during the “pa- 
triotic war,” which, they maintain, 
proved Nationalism a stronger co- 
hesive force than Communism.

They are not isolationists, but want 
to concentrate on building up Sov- 
iet internal. economy and then 
throwing the country wide open to 
the world—as they believe will be 
desirable within a few years. They 
believe that through friendly con- 
tact with the outside world the 
Communist idea will be better 
spread than by official propaganda. 

As yet these are ‘opinions, not 
factions. The Soviet government, 
wishing to avoid factionalism, is 
making concessions to all of them, 
and trying to steer a middle course. 
(This is the more necessary, since 
the death of Stalin might lead 
to a split in the country, if diver- 
gencies are not previously focused,) 

The writer's report, seems, in 
common-sense, probable. Differ- 
ences of opinion exist in the most 
totalitarian states and are bound to 
{form over every new position, such 
as the post war situation, In totali- 
\tarian politics, once a decision has 
|been made, whether by accepting 
one view or compromising several, 
further opponents are “liquidated.” 

But which line is followed will 
also be influenced by the behavior 
of Britain and America. If we open 
opportunity to the imperialists, they 
are more likely to triumph. If we 
support the caution of the mod- 
erates, they are more likely to win 
credence 4n Moscow.

Mr. Claxton said no country in 
the world had a non-contributory 
cld age pensions system without a 
means test, It was an “invariable 
rule” that a means test must ac- 
company a non-contributory system. 

There also was no country which 
provided a pension of $50 a month, 
such as some members had asked. 
Canada’s average of $30 monthly 
was among the highest in the world. 
Britain and Australia paid only 
$5.77 a week, the United States 
only $29 a month and New Zealand 
from $79 to $369 a year. 

MR, CLAXTON SAID the Do- 
minion could not embark on an 
eld age pensions scheme without 


consulting the provinces, which now | 


If the people 
of Canada wished to pay taxes and 
buy bonds to pay for an enlarged 
non-contributory plan they should 
reach their opinion after “sizing up 
the facts.”

a pension. Questions asked by the 
government embarrassed the appli- 
cant and made him feel he was 
getting a “hand out.” 

Pensions should be paid as a|\ 
measure of security “for our senior 
citizens,” said Mr. Green, 

A FOURTH FACT ‘was that too 
large a percentage of persons of, 
eligible age could not qualify be.| 
cause of the stringency of old age | 
| pensions regulations. The percen- 
| tage eligible was lower than in 
| practically any commonwealth 
country. 

Another unpleasant fact was that | 
the recipients of the pensions were | 
penalized for thrift. If a recipient | 
had an income of $20 a month from| 
life long savings, his pension waa 
reduced accordingly. A pension! 
recipient could not have other in- 
ceme exceeding $125 a year. | 

The federal government had! 
|failed to face up to the problem, 
He urged the Dominion take the 
|lead in making the changes. 

He asked that legislation be! 
brought in this session providing | 
|for a national old age pensions plan| 
under which persons 70 and over | 
could obtain a pension regardless 
of means, This proposal had been 
made to the Dominion-provincia) 
conference. ‘He felt the govern- 
ment should go ahead without 
waiting for the provinces. | 


THERE SHOULD BE comple-| 
mentary legislation to provide for! 
pensions for persons between 65 
and 70. Changes were needed in 
residence regulations and other 
parts of the pensions act. 

Mr. Green urged the government 
to introduce a retirement insurance 
plan under which persons would 
pay during their working years 
and who would then be entitled to 
an adequate pension during their 
latter years, Under such a plan 
there was no reason why the pen- 
sion age could not be reduced to 
60 years.

CAHA Looks After 
Financial Worries 


TORONTO, April 11—(CP)~— 
With the Canadian senior and 
junior hockey finals coming up 
shortly, a spokesman for the Can- 
adian Amateur Hockey Association 
last night declared that so far as 
the clubs that have to travel are 
concerned there should be no fin- 
ancial worries,
